A dozen commissioners clamored for the 
floor. A motion was made to strike out 
all of the resolution except that part re- 
turning thanks. It was defeated by a roar 
of najra, and Dr. Kneeland'B resolution 
vat adopted. The special order of the day 
wu the "report of the committee on meth- 
od* ot effecting changes in the confession 
and coB*titution. 


Stood ahonlder to Shoulder. 


Dr. Robert*, of Cincinnati, read the 


report and addressed the assembly in its 
rapport. 
He gaid section 6 of the report 


wa» a compromise. The committee was 
a unit on that Motion as it stands. Three 
modfc were recommended by which the 
chance* in the constitution might be 
made. Section 7 is practically a recogni- 
tion of the adopting act and provides the 
ahortest possible method of amending the 
doctrinal constitution. Dr. Roberts said 
the committee was practically a unit on 
the report. [Great applause.] In the crit- 
ical times the committee had stood shoul- 
der to shoulder for the good of the church. 
"I ask nothing more, brethren, than, with 
the church of God in your hearts, you 
adopt this report and send it down to the 
presbyteries as one man."

Dr. Fatten, of Princeton, said there had 


been mutual concession without surrender 
of opinion on either side. Dr. Van Dyke, 
of Brooklyn, said: "This report is the 
result of a compromise of opinion—not of 
troth. It is a peace mea1 are and it clears 
the way for a conservative revision—not a 
radical revision, as I huve been falsely re- 
ported as saying of the confession."

A Solitary "Nay." 


Dr. Patterson so heartily approved the 


report that he didn't think an explanation 
of his position necessary. The question of 
adoption was put and brought out a 
prompt and emphatic yea. To the ques- 
$ion of the contrary there was a solitary 
"nay" from tie rear of the church. There 
was a shout of laughter, then a storm of 
hearty, long-continued applause. Whilst 
the assembly stood Dr. Crosby offered a 
fervent prayer of thanks to God for the re- 
sult, and when the assembly sat down 
a^aift it looked like Mrs. Fezziwig—"one 
Tast, substantial smile." This vote settles 
the question of the adopting act and paves 
the way for revision.

THE COLOR LINE IN CHURCH. 


St Come* Up at the Baptist Anniversary 


at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, 
May 
22.—The 
threatened 


trouble between the colored Baptists of 
the south and their white brethren in the 
north, broke out into war Thursday, when 
Bev. A. Binga, Jr., a regro preacher from 
Manchester, Va., entered Immanuel church 
and 
presented 
a series of resolutions 


adopted by the state convention of colored 
Baptists in session at Lynchburg. The 
resolutions complain o' the action of the 
American Baptist Publication society in 
discharging three colored writers for The 
Teacher. Rev. Binga, in presenting the 
resolutions, spoke feelingly. He said there 
was no Mason and Ducon's line in his 
heart. The <~*u><^ brethren were simply 
ourious and wanted an explanation. 
Cheering, mingled with expressions of 
disapproval, marked the conclusion of his 
address. 


Were Disturbing Elements.

Hear 
him!" that Rev. Mr. Arrnitage was forced 
to put a resolution permitting rtev. .Mr. 
Burch to .speak for three minutes from 
the platform. The colored preacher de- 
clared he protested against the peremptory 
action taken, and protested in the name 
of a quarter of a million of negro Bap- 
tists. At the conclusion of bis remarks a 
motion to adjourn was put to the house 
by the chairman in spite of opposition, 
and the meeting broke up in disorder.

Chicago special says: A dispatch from 
Joliet, Ills., states that a report is current 
that despite the recent exposure of the 
'•underground route" between the Cronin 
prisoners arid their outside friends, the 
secret communication has been restored, 
and $1,000 in one sum, besides many 
smaller amounts, have been smuggled 
into the prison for purposes of bribery. 
The story is said to have leaked out 
through a Cronin prisoner who feared a 
renewal 
of the punishment lately in- 


curred. 


Sold Liquor to Indian ISojs.

esting case of furnishing liquor to two Ih- 
(liaii boys was tried before Judge Yerkes 
Tuesday. 
'Hie prosecutor was W. P. 


Campbell, an agent of the Carlisle Indian 
school. The testimony was that Joseph 
Doan, of Yardley, sold liquor to Ralph 
Naltuey and Peter O. Coted, two Indian 
boys living with farmers in lower Bucks 
county. The defendant was convicted and 
sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000 ami costs, 
and underxo an imprisonment of six 
months in the Doylestown jail.

WASHINGTON CITY, May 22.—The cre- 


dentials of Calvin B. Brice as senator from 
Ohio for six years commencing March, 
180),were presented in the .senate by Payne, 
read, and placed on file. Conference com- 
mittees were appointed on the District of 
Columbia and pension appropriation bills, 
and Daniel rook the floor for a speech on 
the silver bill. He claimed that tlie finan- 
cial system of the country was out of 
joint. The currency was insufficient in 
volume to maintain trade and was irre- 
spective of tlie laws of trade. 


At tbe conclusion of Daniel's speech 


the senate took up tlie naval appropria- 
tion bill. 


In the House. 


Dunnel from the committee on cencus, 


reported a bill to the house inscribing 
penalties to any supervisor or enumerator 
of the census who shall receive any fee or 
pay other than Ins regular compensation 
from the government, and it. was passed. 
Conferences were ordered on the army ap- 
propriati' n lull and tlie military academy 
bill. A lull appropriating £90,000 for u de- 
ficiency in 
printing and binding %vas 


passed, and the house went into commit- 
tee of tlie whole upon the river and harbor 
appropriation bill.

It will be taken from 
the record and will contain the names of 
all who were in the asylum nt the time of 
the fire, excepting those who are being 
cared for in some other institution, and 
those who are known to be safe. 


Conlesoed the Mofl'at Robbery. 


DENVEI:, Colo., May 22.—A telegram re 


ceived here from Clayton, Mo., states that 
a man who had been arrested for stealing 
horses at that place had confessed having 
robbed David II. Moffat, president of the 
Denver Firnt National bank, of £21,000 at 
the point of a pistol a year ago. The pris- 
oner gave as nil excuse for confessing that 
during his imprisonment his "pal" might 
abscond with the hidden money, and he 
takes this method of protecting himself. 
An employe of the First National bank has 
left for Clayton to identify if possible the 
prisoner.

The Highest IVusloii Allowed Any of the 


Unfortunate Men Is 31 CentK Per Uiiy— 
A Memorial Urging B Weekly Pension 
of »5 Per Week—An Irinh Meeting Pro- 
claimed— Riotous Strikers Killed—For- 
eign ftemg of Interest. 


LONDON, Mny 22.—The recent exposure 


of the fact that more than thirty of the 
heroes who took part in the famous charge

Of 
the two survivors of the Thirteenth Hus- 
sars, one Si) years old, is sweeping street- 
crossings in the Strand, and the other is 
dying in a garret. Five of the Eleventh 
Hussars are living; one in a poor house, 
another in n hospital, while the other 
three are living from hand to mouth. 


Ruined hy the C«nii>a!i;n. 


Of the eight that remain from the ranks 


of the Eighth (King's Own) Light dra- 
goou», Private Doyle, who was the duke 
of Cambridge's orderly at Inkerman, is 
starving in Dublin; another, 
helpless 


through age and discnsp, is an inmate of 
the Withiugton workhouse; a third is in a 
hospital, and the remainder are in desti- 
tute circumstances, but too proud to go to 


I the poor house aud are subsisting on 
charity. The highest pension allowed any 
of these unfortunate men, not oneof whom 
is under 70 years of age, is 81 cents a day. 
Every one of the number is crippled and 
physically ruined by the campaign. The 
memorial which brought out the reply 
from the secretary of war urged tlmt a 
pension of *5 weekly be granted to each 
hero for the short, time he 1ms to live. 


REMARKABLE DUEL AT VIENNA. 


A Croatian filrl of 18 Fight» a Man with 


Kapler** mill \VitiH. 


VlESSA, May 22.—A remarkable duel 


was fought here Wed nesduy between a man 
and woman. A young physician of this 
city offended a Croatian girl n day or two 
ago and refused to apologize for the af- 
front, whereupon the girl challenged him 
to fight a duel. The challenge was ac- 
cepted and the two met in a hired room. 
The weapons were rapiers. The girl, who 
is only 18 years of age, proved to be a 
splendid lencer and wounded the doctor 
twice. The girl is said to have been edu- 
cated in South America. 


A Uritibh Opinion on Silver. 


LONDON, May 22.—Mr. Henry H. Gibbs, 


president of the Bimetallic league, has sent 
the following cablegrun to Mr. Dana Mor- 
ton, at Washington: '•! think the Jones 
bill will be a most effectual step toward 
the remonetizatiou of silver. In no case 
need there be any fear of shipments of 
silver from India or China to the United 
States. While tlie passage of the bill will 
give confidence to Europe in the stability 
of silver, its operations will be well calcu- 
lated to bring about an international bi- 
metallic agreement with the Latin union 
and probably other niioions." 


Ail Irish Meeting Proclaimed. 


LONDON, May 22.—Tlie monster meeting 


which it was proposed to hold in the new 
town of Tiuperary next Sunday has been 
proclaimed by the government, to the in- 
tense indignation of the inhabitants of 
the new town and the surrounding coun- 
try. 
The official action is professedly 


taken in the interest of order, but there is 
a suspicion that the prohibitory order was 
influenced by Smith Barry, from whose 
estate the inhabitants of the new town 
seceded. 


Several Strikers Killed. 


ROME, May S3.—At Conselice a mob of 


600 women and 200 natives, who had gone 
on strike, tried to force an entrance into 
the town hall, shouting: "We are starv- 
ing." 
The crowd stoned the troops who 


were guarding the municipal building, 
and the latter were compelled to use their 
firearms. Several persons were killed and 
a number wounded. 


Will Modify the Restrictions. 


BERLIN, May 22.—Chancellor Von Ca- 


privi has informed a number of deputies 
that while the government could not con- 
sider a proposition to absolutely abrogate 
the rules governing the issuance of pass- 
ports In Alsace, it was prepared to modify 
the restrictions now -laintaining as far 
as was feasible and judicious.

WHAT DO YOU BELIEVE? 


The religious question that has occupie 


most attention during the last few month 
is that of the revision of the I'resbyteria 
Confession of Faith. The newspapers, se 
ular and religious, have had a good deal 
i 


say about it; and it may be said that th 
secular papers have been able to agree be 
ter than those moie deeply interested. Ther 
is now evidence that the rank and file o 
the Presb>terian church know very litt 
about what the Confession of Faith reall 
is. An eastern lawyer who is an elder i 
the Presbyterian church, writes to The N« 
York Sun to inquire why the confession i 
not put in the hands of members at th 
time they join. He says this is not done i 
the country churches; and then adds: 


"There is assuredly a great deal of ignoi 


ance among members of the Presbyteria 
church in this direction; and how it can we 
be otherwise is a mystery, when, to spea 
safely, nine-tents of the rank and file of it 
members, like myself, have never set eye 
on this same Confession, and have, there 
fore, very vague ideas of what it actual! 
teaches." 


It now seems that it is not necessary tha 


the laymen should subscribe formally to th 
Confession; only ministers and elders ar 
required to do that It further appears tha 
while Psesbyterian laymen are exhorted to 
instruct their children in the Confession 
and to teach them at least the Shorter Cate- 
chism, very few of their do so. So th 
question actually comes up, do the body o 
the Presbyterians know the Confession 
which it is now proposed to revise? 
We 


have made some inquiries and found 
tha 


well-informed people among the Presbyte- 
rians know as little about the Confession 
as the man who wrote to The Sun. 
I 


should be interesting to those people, anc 
in a somewhat less degree to all others, to 
learn what that Confession really is. We 
are informed that the doctrine of election 
and damnation is the part of the Confession 
that is DOW OB trial; and further that this 
doctrine may be found in the Larger Cate- 
chism substantially as it is in the Confes 
Bion. Here is what the Larger Catechism 
has to say: 


"Question—WttathatGod especially de- 


creed concerning angels and men? 


Answer—God, by «o eternal and immut- 


able decree, ont of His mere Jove, for the 
praise of His glorious grace, to be mani- 
fested in due time, hath elected some angels 
V) giorj; and, in Chritt, hath chosen some 
men to eternal life, and the means thereof, 
and also, according to His soverign power, 
»nd the unsearchable coinsel of His own 
will (whereby he extendeth or withholdeth 
favor as He pleaseth), has passed by and 
foreordained the rest to dishonor and wrath, 
to be for their sin inflicted, to the praise of 
the glory of His justice. 


"Question—Sow doth Ood execute Hit 


decrees? 


"Answer—God execute!!: His decrees in 


the works of creation aud providence; ac- 
cording to His infallible knowledge, and the 
free and immutable counsel of His own 
will. 


"Question—What arelne decreetof Oodf 
"Answer—God's decrees are the wise, 


free, and holy acts of His will, whereby 
from 
all eternity He bath, for His own 


glory, unchangeably foreordained whatso- 
ever comes to pass in time, especially con- 
cerning angels and men." 


Every one will admit that the abnve doc- 


trine Is a pretty serious matter, and that it 
should at 
least be known 
before any 


one takes it upon himself to vote against 
the revision. It la a little strange that a 
very intelligent Presbyterian shon.'d come 
forward to ask where be may get knowl- 
edge of bis Confession, especially when it 
te ai important as the one above. Those

miserable light. If a republican Cougres 
will allow a band of five dictators to rus 
through bad laws against the wishes of 
majority, how are we to get the legislatio 
we want from such a bodj ? Suppose tl 
Senate does amend the tariff bill; will tl 
dictators allow the House to agree to th 
amendments? And do the people of th 
country want a House that must depeud e 
tirely upon the Seriate to prevent robbery 
If Butterworth thinks that nothing can 1 
accomplished by opposing his party wlie 
he firmly believes that party to be in ti 
wrong, then it is of great importance th 
Butterworth be kept in Cincinnati.
